His commandement was publiſhed,and 

it appeares that before the publication 
thereof, particular order was given and 
diſpatched to divers of ficersfor the appre+ 
bending or killing of the Duke of Fridland, 
a4 a Traytor and Rebell unto the Roman 
Emperour already proſcribed.

bentallthe endeavours of his councels 

'anddeſtgnes, togetthe hoaour, and to 
carry with him into his grave;the glo- 
rie and contentment, that the long 
wiſhed good Peace might have beene 
reſtored yet in his life rime, and the 
cruell and bloudy warre in the Ro- 
mane Empire brought to.a period and 
end; To-which effeR he bad alwayes, 
and would yet lay by and renounce 
to all his ſeverall good pretences and 
particular profit ; Yet nevertheleſle 
he now7'gid with great griefe and ſor- 
row underſtand, and more then ſuf- 
fciently perceive , that his moſt faith- 
full ſervices were moſt ſleightly con- 
ſidered , and that his enemies and ad- .

vailed againſt him at the Imperiall 
Court, as that an Inhibitorie Mandate 
and prohibition had beene publiſhed

the Fmperour had alſo put and declared 
in his place his Field-Marſhall Gallas, 
to be Liewtenant General, who accor- 
dingly had alreadie given out and di- 
{iributed' Pattents and Commiſſions 
in his ovvne name for new leavies,and 
commanded a Rendex Vors,intending 
co keepea generall Muſter , and cauſe 
the Armie to bee {worne unto him; 

and preſently after to apprehend the 
ſaid Duke of Fridland their Generaliſc 
fimo, and to ſend him priſoner to Yi- 
exna:; Notwithſtanding all this, His 
ſaid Prince and Matter was not as yet 
minded to give over his good inten- 
tion, but was rather reſolved, and did

eſtabliſhmentof the Taid peace in the 
Empire. And for as much as he had 
alwayes perceived allo at that place, 
whoſelome and peaccable .

Therefore (for the firſt point) the ſaid 
Lord Generalifimo did carneſtly pray 
his Highneſlſe to appoint a cerraine 
day and place for a truſtie conference,

for his ſword, thought to defend himſelf, 
he gaue him two other thruſts chrough, 
So that the Duke fell to the ground in his 
blood; And then they lapped himin a co- 
verlet, and ſo drew him down the ſtaircs, 
ro be carricd vp into the Caſtle to the 0- 
ther bodies:there was found muchwealth 


1n hislodging. 


On the 19,29 of February at cvening,Fran- 
cis Albert of Sax#1i-Lawznburg, was carried 
with 9 dead corpſes, accompanied with 
aſtrong convoy from Egratowards Pilſen. 
The ſaid Duke made offer of 2000 dollars 
vnto a ſouldier to kill him with a ſhot :

He hath bceneforced 
to Write to» Duke Bernhard that the Dake of 
Friedland did earneſtly long and expe 
for him, thatall things, hee knew off, 
were in good eſtate, and all inreadineſſe 
for him.But Duke Bernhard was ſufficient- 
ly adviſed and aſſured of the contrary 
and of all that was palt.
